Project 36,904, "The Radar Industry of the USSR", has been completed 
w the analy st but is still under editorial review in the Branch, A 
delay ia transmittal of this project has been made necessary by the 
absence of the Branch Chief daring latter October and early tovssber. 

Both projects have been delayed until 1 February 1958, the present target
